DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

On October 6, 2003, an Office Action was sent to the Applicant rejecting claims 
1-17. On March 22, 2004, the Applicant responded by amending claims 1 and 14 
canceling claims 2, 4-5, and 1 1 . 

Specification 

The objection set forth in the previous Office Action, paper no.4, has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The rejection set forth in the previous Office Action was been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,6-9, 12-13 and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by WO 95/34161 , as set forth in the previous Office Action. 

With regard to amended claim 1, a purchasing unit means in electronic form and 
the purchasing unit means being electronically issued are disclosed (p.6, lines 20-35 — 
the electronic form being the read-only memory strip having information electronically 
stored thereon being issued at activation terminals). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over WO 95/341 61 in view of Taskett (5,988,509), as set forth in the previous Office 

Action. 

With regard to amended claim 14, Taskett teaches canceling all or part of the 
value of the purchasing unit means (col.8, lines 14-35— the value of the purchasing unit 
means may be canceled if the card is lost or stolen or if the user requests a refund for 
reasons that fall within the boundaries set forth in the terms and conditions). It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to cancel all or part of the purchasing unit means, as taught by Taskett into the 
system disclosed by WO 95/341 61 , to prevent a lost or stolen card from being used and 
to allow the user to be issued a refund if they are unsatisfied with their purchase. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed March 22, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The Applicant has argued that neither reference discloses or 
teaches the purchasing unit means being in electronic form. In response, please 
reference the rejection above for explanation of this limitation. 

The Applicant has argued that neither reference suggests a unique security 
code, which a person can allocate to a purchasing unit means. In response, the 
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Examiner interpreted voice recognition to be a unique identifying code that may be 
allocated to a purchasing unit, because each individual's voice is a unique feature that 
may be used to access private information, as disclosed by WO 95/34161 (p.8, lines 15- 
32).
